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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 21, 22 and 25 is withdrawn in view of the 
newly discovered reference(s) to the IDS filed by Applicants. Rejections based on the 
newly cited referencc(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § J 02 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office acUon: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date orapplication for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 6 J 5 J 6 and 1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kurashina (US 2002/0060756, of record). 

Kurashina discloses, as shown in Figure 7, an electro-optical device, comprising: 
data lines (6A) extending in a first direction above a substrate (10); 
scanning lines (3a) extending in a second dkeclion and intersecting with the data 

lines; 

pixel electrodes (9a) and thin film transistors disposed corresponding to 
intersections of the data lines and the scanning lines; 

storage capacitors (70-3) electrically coruiected to the thin film transistors and the 
pixel electrodes, and 

a light-shielding film (420) disposed between the data lines and the pixel 
eleclrodes. 
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one of a pair of electrodes fonning the storage capacitor being formed of a multi- 
layered nim containing a low resistance film (aluminum). 

Regarding claim 2, Kurashina discloses the multi-layered film being formed of a light- 
absorbing film Cpolysilicon) as a bottom layer and a light-reflecting film as a top layer 
(aluminum). 

Regarding claim 3, Kurashina discloses one of the pair of electrodes forming each of the 
storage capacitors forms part of a capacitor line formed in the second direction; and 

the capacitor line being formed of a multi-layered film containing a low resistance 

film. 

Regarding claim 5, Kurashina discloses the low resistance film being made of aluminum. 

Regarding claim 6, Kurashina discloses each of the thin film transistors comprising: 

a semiconductor layer including a channel region extending in the longitudinal 
direction and channel adjacent regions extending in the longitudinal direction further 
from the channel region, and a light-shielding portion is provided at both sides of the 
channel region | Figure 7]. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § J03 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
Ihe prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kurashina (US 2002/0060756, of record). 

Kurashina discloses all of the claimed limitations except the multi-layered film and the 
data lines as the same film. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to form the multi-layered film and the data 
lines of Kurashina as the same film as that claimed by Applicant, since it has been held to 
be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of 
its suilability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshm, 125 
USPQ416. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 19-21 are allowed. 

5. Claims 7-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
